AN ACT to aniBTid chapter th'ir'teen of the Bevised 


Statutes, entitled "Of Counties and County Offlconj." 
SECTION 1. The county board of super- 


visors ot each of the organized .counties, of 
this slate, shall cousist of three'electors, one 
to be elected iu each of the supervisor dis- 
tricts hereinafter mentioned, except in those 
counties which'contain three.or more assem- 
bly districts; and in such counties there 
shall be elected one supervisor in each as- 
sembly district; and one additional super- 
visor for th<3 icounty at large in those Boun- 
ties where there ia (or may be) an even 
number of assembly districts. Such super- 
visors shall be elected in each, of the organ- 
ized counties respectively,''biennially, on 
the Tuesday succeeding the first Monday in 
November of each alternate.year, and, shall 
hold their office for the term of, two years. 
The votes.cast for sucli supervisors shall be 
'canvassed in the same manner as the votes 
cast for other county-Officers. 
The first 


election under this act shall be lielil ou the 
Tuesday succeeding the prst Monday of 
November in the year 1801.

SEC. 2. In each of the counties of this 


state in which there shall be no assembly 
districts, the present board of supervisees 
shall meet at the usual place of meeting 
thereof on the second Monday of July, A. 
D. 1801, and by an order, to be recorded at 
length by the cierk of such board,' divide 
such county into three supervisor districts.; 
but no two of such districts shall be.within 
the same town, village or city, norshalLany 
part of such districts be within the same 
town, city or village, if there shall be more 
than one organized town in such county; 
and the supervisors hereafter to be elected 
may alter or change the boundaries-of such 
districts, but such alterations shall not 
take effect during tlie term of office of the 
supervisors making the same, nor -within 
six months from the time of making such 
alterations.

3. The board of supervisors to be 


elected as provided in this net shall be a 
body corporate .and politic, by and under 
the name and style of the county board of 
supervisors of (naming the counly), and as 
such shall possess and exercise, all. and sin-, 
gular, the powers and perform all the duties 
how devolved by law upon the, board, of su- 
pervisors in each county respectively, ex- 
cept as provided iu section-ten, and may in 
like manner, by and under their corporate 
name and, style, sne and be sued: Provided, 
that noaction sho.ll hereafter be maintained 
by any person against a county, upon claim 
or demand other than a county order, until 
such person person shall first'have present- 
pd his claim to the board of supervisors for 
allowance^ ..

county shall, at their first meeting, after

an., to hold until the adjournment, or the 
liairman shall be present at.tlieir meeting, 
n case of a vacancy in.the office of chair- 
an, the board .shall.have the power to fill 
uch vacancy for the unexpired..tenn.

he Tuesday succeeding the Erst Monday in 
November, A. D.18B2, unless a vacancy 
shall sooner occur.

supervisors elected in pursuance of this act, 
shall be held in each county of this state on 
,he second Monday in January, 1862 ; and

Til* Policy ot Uie Administration. 


The recebt active movement in our navy 


and army, consequent upon orders from 
Washington, is developing the policy of the 
administration in relation to the obstruction 
of the laws and the rebellion against the 
authority of the Union in the seceding 
states. 


Much complaint has been made by the 


republican press on account of the uncer- 
tainty in regard to this policy, based upon 
rumors from the seat of government, sent 
by correspondents of the New York press. 
We'have been satisfied, for some time, that 
these statements had no foundation in fact, 
and that thi; originators of them knew no" 
thing at all of tiie action of the cabinet, or 
oC-the real intentions of the president. The 
new administration has 'brought^ with it a 
change in regard to cabinet secrets, quite 
reversing the custom undur Mr. Buchanan, 
which permitted cabinet ministers to di- 
vulge the most important state movements, 
to be published in the newspapers, to the 
serious detriment of the country, and the 
administration. It is evident that a new 
programme haa taken tha place of the old 
one in this respect, and that it is true, as 
was said by a cabinet officer not long ago, 
in reply to a query from one of these news- 
paper correspondents, that " there were no 
reporters in the cabinet." The New York 
Herald is not able now to announce in ad- 
vance what the government means to do 
with the questions before it ; and the New 
York Times, which expected to occupy a 
confidential place in regard to Mr. Lincoln's 
administration, finds itself no more trusted 
than the Herald, and has, therefore, been 
advertising for "a policy'1 to be pursued by 
the government. We believe there has been 
a policy from the first, but it has not been 
divulged ^to the world ; and hence, while 
these letter writers have been telling us that 
there would be peace, no matter what con- 
cessions were demanded, and that Fort 
Snmter would be evacuated at certain spec- 
ified times, that there never has been any 
intention to do so. We believe the admin- 
istration means peace, if that can be had 
consistent with the dignity of the govern- 
ment and the sworn duty of the president 
and his advisers ; that while there has been 
apparent delay, there has been an active 
and successful effort to Bring the army, the 
navy, and the treasury into such a condi- 
tion, that, if Mr. Lincoln was forced to do 
so, an effectual blow could be struck at the 
secessionists. 
These preliminary arrange- 


ments having been made, the time has now 
come for action, and we are glad to see that 
the policy so much demanded, is the en- 
forcement of the laws, and the holding pos- 
session of all the forts and other property 
of government, though in doing this it shall 
be necessary to use the army aud navy, and 
possibly to call upon volunteers from the 
loyal states. There is not the slightest 
doubt that such a course will be hailed with 
enthusiasm by |he friends of the Union 
throughout the country. 


LEGISLATIVE. — A bill providing that the 


salary of the attorney general shall be fixed 
at $2000 has passed both branches of the 
legislature. Mr. Booth petitions the legis- 
lature for $20,000 damages because the 
state failed to protect him in his rights. — 
The assembly refused to act upon the sub- 
ject, and it is said that Mr. B. intends to 
sue the state. Mr. Graham has introduced 
a joint resolution requesting congress to 
call a national convention to amend the 
constitution. 


The' bill to provide for the publication of 


legal decisions has been passed under a sus- 
pension of the rules. It provides for a new 
appointment of reporter by the supreme 
court, who shall publish these decisions. — 
The state takes 300 copies at $3 a copy, of 
each volume, and the publisher is restricted 
to $3 in price of those sold. Two volumes 
a fi&T are to be published, 850 pages to the 
volume.

Policy of the President. 


A Washington-correspondent :of the Chi- 


cago Tribune relates the following incident: 


An occurrence at the White House on 


Saturday .evening, the details of which 'I 
learned yesterday--morning, r furnishes ad 
ditional evidence of the solicitude of the 
President to redeem the\ pledges given in 
his inaugural, .and discharge his. constitu-. 
tional duties without fear of consequences. 
At the.stated time, three western congress- 
men, 
one of:them a U. S. senator from 


Wisconsin, called upon .the President by 
special appointment. 
They found him en- 


gaged in looking over a number of maps: 
of the gulf coast. After a few minutes of 
general conversation, one of the visitors 
told him. that they thought it their duty, 
previous to their departure for theiJ west- 
ern homes, to inform the executive of the 
anxiety of the loyal republicans of the' 
north-west to see the outraged honor and1 
dignity of the federal government redress-. 
ed, and its authority maintained in all the 
states of the Union, by a republican presi- 
dent. The spokesman then referred to the 
demoralizing and humiliating effect of the 
passive- attitude, of the government in the 
fear of the rampant treason, aggression and 
rebellion, and intimated that although the 
people of the state's they represented had 
recognized the "inexorable necessity" of 
the evacution of Fort Sumter. and were 
ready to abide by it, they hoped the federal 
property yet within the control of the gov- 
ernment would be held and protected, and 
the revenue laws executed. In reply to 
this, the president gave bis visitors to un- 
derstand that the.evacuation of Fort Sum- 
ter was not by any means a settled fact; 
that, it was certainly his anxious desire to 
retain' possession of the fort, and that he 
would greatly regret to be obliged to yield 
to necessity and withdraw the garrison'; 
that as to the other forts? he knew his duty 


and would fulfill it by holding them, to-the 
last. And in regard to the collection of 
the revenue, the executive had no other al- 
ternative left than to exact its payment jas 
far as it lay in his power.
